1-20 are pending. Claims 1, 10, 1 1, 12, and 16 have been amended as requested. The 
remarks have been carefully considered. The prior rejections have been withdrawn in 
view of the amendment and remarks.

The application has been amended as follows: 

16. (Twice amended) A method of transmitting information along a tubular to a 
downhole member located within a well bore, the method comprising the steps of: 

rotatably driving said tubular attached to a downhole member having a rotating 
sub-assembly rotating within a non-rotating sub-assembly, wherein the rotation of the 
rotating sub-assembly is controlled accordance with information which is to be 
transmitted along said tubular; 

monitoring the rotation of said rotating sub-assembly; 

detecting complete revolutions of said rotating sub-assembly; and 

analyzing the monitored rotation of said rotating sub-assembly in relation to the 
non-rotating sub-assembly such that said information is determined fi-om the rotation. 

3. Claims 1-20 are allowed.
